HE oth inftanc the Letter which the 
Marthal of the Congrefs had drawn up 
in the Name of she Confederates to be 


fent to the King of Sweden, was read in 

an Affembly held in the Cardinal's Pa- 
lace; It contain’d in fubftance a Notificatien of the 
Refolution taken to declare the Interregnum, and to 
publith ic ; and a Requeft to his Swedith Majefty to 
order @ Stop to be put to all Hoftilities and to the 
taifing of Contributions, at leaft on the Lands of the 
Confederates ; and to enter into a Treaty with them 
without further delay. The Deputies of Czers having 
complain’d of the Oppreifions laid upon them by 
General Reenfchild, it was refolv’d that the Marfhal 
fhould write to thatGeneral. The’23d and 24th the 
Cardinal Primate, the Caftellan of Cracow, the Pa- 
latins of Pofnania, and Siradia, and the Marfhal of 
vent -of the ‘barefooted Carmelites. Yefterday the 
Seffion was held publickly in his Eminency’s Palace, 
when. the Manfhal read a circular Letter he had

gun with the King of Sweden ; After which all Ho- 
ftilities and will ceafe. 

Wehave Advice from. his Polith Majefty’s Court, 
by Letters of rhe 18th of thisMonth,that theDeputies 
of Chelm have declar’d to the King, that their Ter-

ticles of the Confederacy of Sendomir, and have de- 
fir’'d his Majefty to be gracioufly pleas’d to forgive 
thofe who fhall return to their Duty and fubmit to 
him ; to which he return’d a favourable Anfwer. We 
hear from Volbinia, that the little-Diets have pafs'd 
Refolutions very much to the Advantage of his Ma- 
jefty; thar when the Seffions began it was demanded 
whether any Perfons ptefent favour’d the Conyenticle 
at Warfaw; to which no Reply being made, they 
bound themfelyes anew to keep firm to the -Confe- 
deracy for the King into which they enter'd fome 
time ago, and refolv’d to mount on Horfeback.
